While Applicants respectfully submit that the present invention is not obvious over 
the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,673,844, to expedite allowance of the present Application, 
Applicants are submitting herewith a terminal disclaimer to obviate the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,673,844. Applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection.
